A major characteristic of the cur- 
rent election campaign is the appar- 
ent lack of Ashkenazi-Sephardi ten- 
sion. 

The wave of ethnic emotions 
which ourtured Likud’s previous 
campaigns seems to have subsided 
and still explicitly exists only within 
the ultra-Orthodox camp.’ namely 
Shas. It's not the underprivileged 
Sephardim against the well-to-do 
Ashkenazim any more. 

__ Likud has successfully disengaged 
itself from the image of a protest 
movement to become part and par- 
cel uf the Israeli political establish- 
ment. Even the few violent incidents 
aimed against Labour leader Shi- 
mon Peres appear not to derive 
from ethnic agitation. In any case, 
they have failed to Hare up the elec- 
tion season which is still rather calm 
and rather boring. 

_, But the ethnic factor still prevails 
if only in the minds of politicians 
and copywriters whe dominate the 
media campaign. The Sephardi vote 
is such a rooted concept in our polit- 
ical dictionary that it is impossible to 
completely ignore. It has become a 
sort of ἃ ritual that α politician with 
his mind on the ballot box has to 
undertake a pilgrimate through de- 
velopment towns and metropolitan 
slums, pausing for ethnic feasts. 
This hurdle-race. a living nightmare 
for some. is a political must. 

Prof. Yitzhak Galnour. a political 
scientist from the Hebrew Universi- 
ty, says that the concept of Edor 
Hamizrach (the oriental or Sephardi 
communities) cannot stand up to 
contemporary political reality. It isa 
stereotype based on paternalism 
and some prejudices as well. After 
all, Jews who originated in North- 
Africa and Asia are estimated ta 
constitute half of the Jewish elector- 
ate and cannot be considered as a 
homogeneous minority. Saciolo- 
gists. asked to analyse the political 
behaviour of the Isracli public, pre- 
fer to rely more on factors such as 
income and education. Because of 
mixed marriages it has certainly be- 
come more difficult today than ever 
to monitor ethnic origin. 

Galnour rejects specifically the 
image attributed by political leaders 
to Israeli Sephardi voters as being 
emotional, unstable. unpredictable 
and even ignorant. “The Israeli vot- 
er has a high PIQ- Political IQ”. he 
maintains, “He knows exactly who 
he is voting for and why”. 

At the sume time. Galnour admits 
that as a concept dominating our 
collective politicil conscience. the 
Sephardi vote still does carry a lot of 
weight and the hunt for Sephardi 
support continues. Besides. it is 
most difficult to argue with figures 
and data from the last election 
showed a clear tendency of the Ash- 
kenazim to vote for Labour (two 
thirds of the party voters were Ash- 
kenazim) and a similar leaning of 
the Sephardi voter towards Likud. 


Lronically, it is Labour which em, 


phasizes the ethnic motif in this elec- 
tion. showing off the Knesset candi- 
dates newly recruited from the Jocal 
leadership of the development 
towns. while Likud seems to take 
the Sephardi vote almost for grant- 
ed, at least judging by their TV com- 
mercials and newspaper ads. La- 
bour has repeatedly depicted the

These socially upmoving Sephardim 
may vote Labour for its snob appeal 
rather than for any other reason be- 
cause Labour is associated with the 
advanced echelons of Israeli eco- 
nomic, social and academic elites. 
For these people. the more down to 


earth appearance adopted by the 
party might be irrelevent or even 


negative. One of the party's Knesset ' 


candidates lately remarked that in 
certain respects it probably would 
have been more efficient to put for- 
ward in the TV broadcasts some elo- 


quent speakers wearing fancy three ' 


Piece suits rather than the casually 
dressed mayors of development 
towns such as Eli Dayan and Amir 
Peretz. 

But these kind of arguments are 
not likely to get any favorable atten- 
tion in the party. After seven years 
of frustration, Labour has finally 
come up with an impressive gallery 
of authentic local leaders and it is 
determined to display this achieve- 
ment in every possible way. ἡ 

Does Peres fight this war accord- 
ing to tactics more suited to the last 
one, as many generals do? Isn't La- 
bour so anxious to compensate itself 
for the "81 and "84 campaigns that it 
concentrates on the development 
towns where it did miserably last 
time withaut noticing that they rep- 
resent a rather small portion of the 
electorate? 

Nissim Zvili, the head of the La- 
bour campaign information staff, re- 
fuses to accept this thesis. Zvili, who 
anchored many of the Labour TV 
commercials, says reactions, were 
mostly positive. “For us it was basi- 
cally a way to present the new and 
young faces of our panel, to prove 
that the party really opened its ranks 
to newcomers. The attempt to per- 
suade the Sephardi voters does exist 
but it is secondary.” 

Not everyone in the party agrees 
with Decima's perceptions concern- 
ing the nature of the floating vote. 
There is a general scepticism to- 
wards surveys based on the grim 
experience of the last election. An- 
other member of the party's infor- 
mation staff said that the undecided 
voters are everywhere and one can- 
not neglect any segment of society, 
especially development towns which 


\enjoy the status of a national sym- 
ibol. 


One common notion that does 
; correspond to Decima’s data is that 
: most of the members of the target 
_ group used to vote Likud. For this 
reason Labour tries as much as pos- 
sible to avoid personal attacks on 
: Likud leaders, including even the 
more controversial figures; Ariel 
’ Sharon, to name one obvious 
example. 
' Labour information staffers are 
' concemed that such attacks would 
have backfired. offending those vot- 
ers who used to perceive themselves 
‘as part of the so called “national 
camp”, and eventually would en- 
hance their commitment to the Li- 
kud as a self-protective measure.

lot of mileage in recent weeks, 
speaking for Labour in places like 
Netivot, Dimona, Sderot and Yeru- 
ham. He participated in endless ral- 
lies and political meetings, visiting 
open air markets and working 
places. He sometimes travelled in 
the zuz-mobile (move-mobile), a 
van covered with Labour slogans 
and equipped with a loudspeaker. 

In spite of his firsthand experi- 
ence he finds it extremely difficult to 
predict whether his party's efforts 
are likely to yield any significant 
results. He scrutinizes Labour pro- 
paganda and finds it “τοῦ aggressive 
-towards Likud, and at the same time 
too sterile and too logical”. Unlike 
Galnour, Shetreet, a Tibetias-born 
Sephardi himself, is convinced that 
this group necessitates a different 
kind of approach which he defines 
as emotional.

a hostile atmosphere against Likud 
by comparing West Bank settle- 
ments with development areas and 
that's wrong. They should have spo- 
ken about their personal biography, 
telling the story of their childhood 
and how they reached their current 
high position. They should have 
called the Sepbardim to come back 
home and vote Labour as they used 
to in the fifties and sixties. We must 
admit the party's past mistakes and 
prove that it is a new era indeed and 
we deserve a fresh new chance. The 
aim should be positive emotional 
identification.“ 

Shetreet testifies to a lot of igno- 
rance and hatred in the streets. “In 
Acre, a ten year old demonstrating 
for Likud shouted “kill them" when 
he noticed me. In Netivot, a tweaty- 
two year old female factory worker 
blamed Labour for losing Sinai. 
Shetreet thinks surveys are. often 
misleading, especially those done by 
telephone. Shetreet says they tead 
to overlook the young voters who 
reside with their parents and this is 
the most problematic group for La- 
bour. “The older generation may go 
back to Labour but their sons and 
daughters have been brought up in 
an environment which has led them 
to detest my party.” 

Unlike Labour, Likud appears to 
be indifferent to any ethnic consid- 
erations in its public campaign. Li- 
kud too is eager to exhibit its new 
list and is not much concerned over 
the fact that Sephardim are under- 
represented in the newer part of the 
list. pa Prime Minister David 
Levy, who used to be considered as 
the party's main asset as far as the 
ethnic vote is concerned. was absent 
from.the TV broadcasts due to Li- 
kud internal dispute for many days. 

Party officials say “We are ma- 
tured now. We opened the door for 
the underpriviledged into society, 
and now we have to move to other 
issues.”

Sephardi vote. ‘"This election might 
end up with the most ethnic pattern 
of voting ever, but it will have noth- 
ing to do with ethnic deprivation.

When they are 
faced with security problems or hav- 
ing to trust the Arab side, this sector 
of voters tends to put Likud in the

Zemach is reluctant to substanti- 
ate her claim with statistics. She just 
remarks that the increased tendency 
to Likud is most evident with new 
voters but the phenomenon is valid 
in all groups of Sephardi voters. 

MK Aharon Abuhatzeira, ex- 
NRP and ex-Tami, is now doing for 
Likud what Shetreet is doing for 
Labour -- ἃ lot of leg work in slums 
and development towns. Like his 
colleague, he hesitates when asked 
to anticipate what will happen in 
these places on election day. He is 
not impressed by the performance 
of Labour's young Sephardi leader- 
ship: “They were too obvious. They 
put four Sephardim on one evening 
and it was too clear what they are 
after” says the man who invented 
the first successful ethnic party in 
the country's political history. 

He maintains that some of these 
broadcasts only did Labour damage. 
Likud operations in Ashkelon, for 
instance, came to life only after 
Mayor Eli Dayan was shown walk- 
ing on a deteriorating road near his 
town saying the cracked surface of

TO BACK HER contention. Go- 
zanski pointed to the fact that both 
rival parties supported U.S. Secre- 
tary of State George Shuitz's blue- 
print for peace, “even though it ex- 
pressed opposition to a Palestinian 
state.

GOZANSKI SHUDDERED at the 
suggestion that her party's campaign 
line seems slightly “more Zionist” 
than what we beard from Rakah in 
past campaigns.

ALTHOUGH THE Rakah cam-

She also managed the 1984 cam- 
paign, when first signs of a new an- 
gle appeared in Hadash's attempt to 
gamer support among floating vot- 
ers on the leftist fringe of the politi- 
cal arena. 

“This time our approach is indeed 
new," she agreed . “We conducted 
surveys of voters from the Align- 
ment leftwards, and saw that our 
message of two states and negotia- 
tions with the PLO were widely ac- 
cepted. The problem facing us was 
why, if our platform is not rejected, 
are we regarded as out of the ques- 
tion for most of the Jewish 
electorate? 

“We needed to appeal to that 
segment from the centre leftward. 
From the feedback we get, it ap- 
pears that there is a very glowing 
response to our broadcasts. I don’t 
know if this will be translated into 
ballots, but we've struck a chord.” 
There have been audible rumblings 
in Rakah demanding that Meir 
Witner (who has been around from 
the First Knesset) be replaced.

IN MANY WAYS, Tamar Go- 
zanski is almost a natural bridge be- 
tween the old Eastern European 
vanguard and the young local 
radicals. 

A native Tel Avivian, hailing 
from ἃ Mapai family, she joined the 
Communist Youth at age 14, “large- 
ly at the influence of friends — that 
is an age you seek for answers. I 
have stayed with the party ever 
since,” she said proudly. 

As a sabra, the somewhat ascetic 
Gozanski is in perfect mastery of up- 
to-date colloquialisms and yet can 
chum out the old cliches. 

Her own family reflects her mid- 
way position. Her husband Yoram 
(also a pasty activist) is the son of 
Elyosha Gozanski, one of the pre- 
state Palestine Communist Party's 
leaders, who died in a 1948 plane 
crash over Greece, while returning 
from Eastern Europe on a party 
mission.

THERE CAN be no doubt that, if 
Ashkelon is typical, the Alignment 
has an uphill struggle in the develop- 
ment towns, and the Likud has 
grounds for optimism.

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What to do about Lebanon 


QUESTIONS remain to be answered about 
Hizbullah’s success in getting seven Israeli 
soldiers and officers killed. and eight more 
wounded, in a suicide car-bombing attack just 
across the fence from Metulla on Wednesday 
afternoon. But these questions are not. in the 
main, of the operational kind. 

Tragically high as was the toll of life it 
exacted, the incident did not indicate or even 
augur the breakdown of Jsrael’s northern de- 
fences against terrorism. The IDF, acting in 
tandem with the SLA, has been able to pre- 
empt most planned assaults not only on itself 
but, even more importantly, on the Israeli 
settlements in Upper Galilee. It is not, howev- 
er, within the army’s power to supply iron- 
clad guarantees of barring even occasional 
exceptions to the general rule: only an iron- 
clad peace agreement with a sovereign, uni- 
tary Lebanon could do that. 

The “security zone,” at the edge of which 
the seven were killed, is a hedge against the 
worst kind of trouble spilling over into Israel 
from the non-state of Lebanon; it is plainly 
not an instrument of total security and it cer- 
tainly is not, in itself, a harbinger of the 
hoped-for peace and tranquillity up north. 

In present circumstances, there does not 
seem to be a viable alternative to the ‘security 
zone,” a creature of Yitzhak Rabin’s mind. 
But there is room for more than one concep- 
tion of how the zone should serve its purpose. 
The chief of staff himself yesterday spoke of 
the possibility of greatly tightening internal 
security procedures. He brought it up, how- 
ever, only to knock it down. If the IDF were to 
treat the 100,000 mostly Christian residents of 
the zone as potential terrorists, Dan Shomron 
warned, it might turn them into true enemies. 

Another theoretical option, designed to de- 
ter or catch terrorist infiltrators into the “se- 
curity zone” from the north, would be to push 
the boundary northward. The chief of staff did 
not even bother to mention that option, but 
some of his former colleagues who are now 
active in national politics have advanced it 
before. They are, of course, the same military 
experts who, back in 1982, led Menachem 
Begin and the entire country into the morass 
of a fantasy titled Operation Peace for Gali- 
lee. 

Israel's current problems in Lebanon stem 
directly from that bloody, quixotic escapade. 


It was not entirely unsuccessful; to be sure. 
The PLO was deait a heavy blow. But it 
started coming back in short order, and in the 
meantime the process of the country’s disinte- 
gration was speeded up and, most significant- 
ly, a deadly new genie emerged from Leba- 
non's broken bottle to haunt Israel: Lranian- 
inspired-and-financed, Syrian-controlled, 
PLO.allied Shi'ite fundamentalism organized 
into Hizbullah and its terrorist arm, the Islam- 
ic Resistance. 

True, Hizbullah’s present condition is not 
entirely happy. Its strongholds have earlier 
this year been partly devastated by- the IDF 
and later by Amal, the moderate Shia “main- 
stream” organization. Its freedom of move- 
ment has been further restricted by the Syri- 
ans, and it is apparently fearful of being cast 
away by Iran in the wake of the ceasefire in 
the Gulf War. In an attempt to reassert itself, 
reforge old alliances and prove its durability, 
Hizbullah has taken up terrorism again, now 
doing in three Amal leaders, including their 
famed Daoud Daoud, now killing a group of 
Israeli soldiers and officers. 

The latter heroic feat was characteristically 
billed Hizbullah’s “gift to the intifada.” 

What should Israel do in response, besides 
launching the routine retaliatory raids against 
Hizbullah targets? That would have been a 
worthy subject of a genuine, jingle-less debate. 
among the electorally-embattled parties on 
television last night. Defence Minister Rabin 
reminded his listeners that terrorism in the 
north had not been eradicated by the war that 
began in 1982. If anything, there was a prolif- 
eration of terrorist groups in Lebanon. | 

The Likud, and certainly Tehiya, might, if 
they so wished, have pleaded for permanently 
draconian measures against Israel's enemies 
in Lebanon. The CRM and Mapam might, if 
they thought it wise, have called for condition- 
al withdrawal from the “security zone” so that 
it could be turned over to the friendly Amal. 

Unfortunately, these four parties, along 
with the NRP and Meimad, chose to avoid 
such debate by piously snapping up a misguid- 
ed suggestion made by the chairman of the 
Central Elections Committee, Judge Eliezer 
Goldberg, for a TV electioneering blackout, 
out of respect for the bereaved families. Per- 
haps the debate would follow at a later date. It 
certainly should. 


A bad joke from East Berlin . 


THE German Democratic Republic, also 
known as East Germany, has, truth to tell, 
never been very high on Israel’s courtship list 
of desirable Soviet satellites. There were sev- 
eral reasons for this. Having established diplo- 
matic ties with the Federal Republic, alias 
West Germany, Israel was originally debarred 
by the Hallstein Doctrine from having normal 
relations with Bonn’s rival in East Berlin, that 
upstart communist contender for half of Ger- 
many's representation. A far more serious 
reason, however, was East Germany's ada- 
mant refusal to acknowledge that it, too, was 
a successor state to the Third Reich, and thus 
vicariously responsible for the crimes of the 
Nazis. 

In plain terms it meant that Pankow, in 
stark contrast to Bonn, would not even con- 
sider paving reparations to the Jewish victims 
of Hitlerism. That alone put East Germany in 
Israel's doghouse. Israel's disinterest in East 
Germany was only increased when, over the 
years, that Nazi successor state sought to ex- 
culpate itself by developing a hostility so ma- 
tevolent towards Israel that it had few paral- 
lels even in the rest of Eastern Europe. Once 
all of Bonn’s communist allies severed diplo- 
matic relations with Israel in reprisal for the 
Six Day War. the prospects for rapproche- 
ment between the two countries grew only 
more remote. 

But times have changed. The Soviet Union 
today is no longer what iLonce was, and nor is 
the rest of Eastern Europe. East Germany's 
heart may not be in perestroika, nor in glas-

nost, but it cannot afford to lag too far behind 
the pack. And gaining America’s friendship, 
and economic favour, even if through the 
agency of Israel, is not a prospect to be easily ᾿ 
spurned, not even by Pankow. ᾿ 

There is, however, or rather was, the prob- 
lem of reparations. Pankow’s solution: invite 
a public-spirited American-Jewish millionaire 
active in Jewish national affairs, and anxious 
tp do good, to serve as a sort of go-between 
and help tie things up. That is how Edgar 
Bronfman, president of the World Jewish 
Congress, remembered from his recent battle 
against Kurt Waldheim, got invited to meet 
with Erich Honecker, and within two days was 
induced to come out with the assurance that, 
since East Germany was prepared to pay 
“symbolic” reparations to Holocaust survi- 
vors who were its former citizens — something 
like one hundred million dollars -- there was 
no reason any longer for Israel not to have 
diplomatic relations with East Germany. 

Before this bad joke becomes received wis- 
dom, a point or two would seem to be in need 
of official clarification. First, it is the govern- 
ment of Israel, not Mr. Bronfman or anyone 
else. that decides when and on what condi- 
tions it is willing to normalize its non-ties with 
East Germany. Secondly, if the government 
of East Germany believes normalization is 
possible without even acknowledgement of its 
own historic guilt and obligation, merely by 
paying some risible “symbolic” amount in lieu 
of genuine reparations, it is grievously 
mistaken.

Sir, - In your issue of September 25, 
Rabbi Yisrael Lau describes Chaim 
Weizmann's death-bed instructions 
to my father. Meyer Weisgal, “to 
bring him the high holyday smahzor 
(prayerbook) [...] and to read it 
wloud. Weisgal read [...] While lis- 
tening. Chaim Weizmann passed 
away. 

This. if true. would make fabu- 
lous grist for the religious establish- 
ment's mill. Furthermore, it would 
have inspired my father to make 2 
Cecil B. de Mille religious spectacle. 
Fortunately or unfortunately. de- 
pending on your point of view, there 
is not even a breath of truth in the 
whole story. My father was in New 
York when Weizmann died. The 
minute he was informed (at six in 
the morning). he left on the first 
plane for Israel. 


What is even more interesting is 
that the subject matter of the last 
conversation between Weizmann 
and Weisgal -- a short time before 
Weizmann's death -- had nothing to 
do with either God or matters of the 
spirit. It had to do rather with -- 
David Ben-Gurion. As my father 
wrote in his autobiography. So Far 
(p. 278), Weizmann said, “halting- 
ἵν. weakly, to be sure. but with re- 
markable clarity [...] ‘Ben-Gurion 
did something which could not 


have done. no matter what the cir- 
cumstances. He sent Jewish boys 
and girls to the front to die for the 
State of Israel. It was probably nec- 
essary and history will accord him 
his place for this. But, he added 
after a long, long pause. “1 would 
not like to be around when he him- 
self will try to destroy the very 


things he helped to create.” ~ 


In this day. 36 years later, I think 
it would be useful to remind the 
public that Israel's first president. 
Chaim Weizmann, though a believ- 
er, Was not an observant Jew in any 
contemporary sense of the term. 
Furthermore, he was one of the 
sharpest critics of the religious par- 
ties. “Religion,” be wrote in his 
autobiography. Trial and Error (p. 
464), “should be relegated to the 
synagogue and the homes of those 
families that want it; it should occu- 
py a special position in the schools; 
but it shall not control the ministries 
of State. [...] We must have a clear 
line of demarcation between legiti- 
mate religious aspirations and the 
duty of the State towards preserving 
such aspirations, on the one hand. 
and on the other hand the lust for 
power which is sometimes exhibited 
by pseudo-religious groups.”

IN VIEW OF the legislation adopt- 
ed after the last elections, it would 
have been unthinkable had the na- 
tion's highest court acted in a way 
that could be interpreted as granting 


legitimacy to Meir: Kahane's racist’ 


movement or even as an expression 
of neutrality with regard to its right 
to participate in the political pro- 
cess. Instead, the court has given a 
finging reaffirmation of the basic 
values of Israeli society, denying 
‘Kahane’s fundamental ideological 
contention that the Jewish and Zi- 
onist character of the state is incon- 
sistent with and superior to a com- 
mitment to the tenets of democracy. 

The court, in effect, has reaf- 
firmed the principles of the Declara- 
tion of Independence. It has settled 
whatever ambiguities may have aris- 
en as a result of the action of the 
Knesset, in amending the Basic 
Law: The Knesset, to authorize the 
disqualification of proposed party 
lists. 

The Knesset had rejected as 
grounds for disqualifying the denial 
of the existence of the state as de- 
fined in the independance procla- 
mation, as the original proposed law 
provided. Instead, the law as en- 
acted defined, as grounds for expul- 
sion, the denial of the exis- 
tence of the State of Israel as the 
State of the Jewish peopie. (The 
other grounds for disqualification — 
the denial of the democratic charac- 
ter of the state and racist incitement 
— appeared in both the-original draft 
and in the statute as finally en- 
acted.) The court sternly rejected 
Kahane’s contention. that his anti- 
democratic proposals were legiti- 
mate, since they were designed to 
further the aim of the aw in protect- 
ing the Jewish character of the state. 

However, there is little reason for 
dancing in the streets. The efficacy 
of disqualification as a sanction 
seems highly problematical. A tradi- 
tional safeguard of basic liberties, 
important for what the future may 
bring, has been eliminated. The 
statutory scheme appears seriously 
flawed. ᾿ 

Four years ago, President of the 
Supreme Court Justice Meir Sham- 
gar, who wrote the present judg- 
ment, which was jointly signed by all 
five justices in a striking display of 
unanimity, doubted that it was de- 
sirable to grant the Central Elec- 
tions Committee and the court the 
authority to disqualify a party like 
Kach. The intervening years have 


demonstrated the ineffectiveness of 
Shamgar's preferred reliance on po- 
litical and educational action to deal 
with the Kahane phenomenon. 
Moreover, the Knesset legislation 
has taken the choice of methods out 
of the hands of the court. 

Kahane appears to agree that the 
central issue is legitimacy, but char- 
acteristically he wants it both ways. 
On the one hand, he has reacted to 
the disqualification of his list of can- 
didates for the coming elections with 
a broadside attack on the legitimacy 
of the court (“seat of evil”), the 
political system (“don't vote”), and 
his detractors in general (“πε ille- 
gitimate have disqualified the legiti- 
mate”).

Imposed peace no panacea for Israel ὦ 


A CURIOUS LINE of diplomatic 
theory occasionally sounded in 
some Israeli circles is the notion that 
the only solution to the Arab-Israel 
conflict is one imposed by the be a 
powers. Advocates of this school 
usually base their reasoning on sev- 
eral different sorts of arguments. 
It is often observed that the par- 
ties to the conflict cannot make the 
concessions necessary to bridge 
their initial positions without saczi- 
ficing their internal legitimacy with 
their respective publics. The super- 
powers, in this context, serve as 
handy voluntary scapegoats for 
Middle Eastern leaders seeking to 
avert the opprobrium of their con- 
stituents. As an example, prime 
minister Menachem Begin’s allu- 
sions to the power of American per- 
suasiveness during the debate on the 


- Camp David Accords are some- 


times cited as a paradigm for the 
utility of external pressure, in gener- 
al, in Middle Eastern peacemaking. 

On the Arab side, there is fre- 
quent sentimental! reference to the 
central role of the superpowers in 
jointly bringing about the Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai in 1956-7, in 
the aftermath of the Sinai Cam- 
paign. At that time, both the U.S. 
and the USSR-came together in the 
UN General Assembly supporting 
resolutions that repeatedly called on 
Israel, as well as its Anglo-French 
partners, to pull back from Egyptian 
territory; when the Soviets subse- 
quently threatened to intervene mil- 
itarily in order to enforce the UN's 
call, the U.S. did not counter this 
with any American guarantees. 
What emerged from Soviet brinks- 
maoship and subsequent American 
warnings was a total reversal of atti- 
tude on the part of prime minister 
David Ben-Gurion towards Israel's 
position in Sinai. 

With interest in imposed peace 
scenarios continuing, especially now 
that further progress on a voluntary 
Israeli-Jordanian/Palestinian dia- 
logue seems doubtful, it is important 
to consider both the feasibility of 
this diplomatic path as well as its 
likely implications for the substance 
of any settlement. What is usually 
ignored is the complex relationship 
of the superpowers to this region. 

The Middle East is in competition 
with several different areas in the 
world for the attention’ of the U.S. 
and the USSR. Generally, because 
the superpowers have not formally 
extended their respective ouclear 
umbrellas — by treaty as well as by 
doctrine - to the extent that they

One of the explanations offered 
for the Soviet Union's recently dem- 
onstrated flexibility in a variety of 
regional conflicts is that Moscow has 
simply decided that many of the ad- 
ventures undertaken in the Third 
World during the Brezhnev period 
were simply not strategically sound.

- Dilettante approach to 
the education crisis 


‘NO PARTICULAR expertise is re~ ᾿ 
lated to peac’ ‘and sécurity and eco-, 


tance, fall far short of dealing with 
fundamental problems. The present 
structure and functioning of the sys- 
tem is taken as a given that only 
Tequires some tightening. It is diffi- 
cult to come across a programme 
that questions basic assumptions, 
lists details and attends to the conse- 
quences, economic and otherwise, 
of its implementation. 

The lack of serious public debate 
about education is something of an 
anomaly in a society created by a 
nation whose tradition values learn- 
ing so highly. Paradoxically, educa- 
tors themselves may have contribut- 
ed to this unhappy state of affairs. 
The cumbersome machinery of a 
centralized system, manned by offi- 
cials seemingly unaccountable to 
anyone, raises an almost impenetra- 
ble wall between the Ministry of 
Education and the public it is in- 
tended to serve, Municipal offices of 
education, especially in large cities, 
are only slightly more accessible. In 
spite of provisions of a law guaran- 
teeing them a voice in curricular de- 
cisions, parents are only rarely invit- 
ed to participate in discussions of 
substance. Only the most persistent 
and dedicated parent groups can 
find their way to influence. Little 
seems to have changed since Asefat 
Hamorim, the first teacher's organi- 
zation in the country, declared, al- 
most 100 years ago. “We have no 
need or interest in the ideas and 


opinions of the parents...we will de- ἢ 


cide how the school should 
function.” 

No less important a factor is the 
myth that maintains that education 
is somehow above politics. The 
State Education Act of 1953, which 
abolished the party-controlled 
“trend system,” contributed to the 
belief that educational policy is de- 
termined by some neutral agency 
free of narrow partisan interest. 
This, of course, is nonsense. There 
is no significant educational policy 
anywhere that is framed apart from 
a political perspective and an ideo- 
logical orientation. 

Political leaders who celebrate 
the virtues of education but do not 
encourage public scrutiny of con- 
crete proposals do the culture of 
democracy a great disservice. Worse 
than that — they mortgage the future 
of our country.

THE WORD Knesset is Hebrew 
for “assembly.” a getting togeth- 
er. The world's oldest parliamen- 
tary body, set up in Iceland in the 
year 930. is called the Althing, 
which means the same. And the 
word parliament, as every child, 
or at least every French child, 
knows, simply means “talking.” 

The first Speaker of the Knes- 
set, the genial Yosef Sprinzak, 
required a hearing aid. Most of 
the time that he was presiding 
over debates his battery was 
switched off. This was only one 
piece of evidence of his wisdom. 

The standard of debate has not 
risen since his days. Most partici- 
pants rattle off their written ad- 
dresses, reiterating known party 
links» Very few can stir their fel--J 
᾿ low-members from their somno- ἢ 
dance. Jt must be said that the , 
next Knesset will in all likelihood 
be better in this respect, with the 
major parties having discarded a 
number of apparatchiks in fa- 
vour οὗ vigorous, fresh personal- 
ities. Let us pray that these won't 
go the way of all political flesh 
too soon. 

Whatever, it is not the Knesset 
that expresses Israe[’s sovereign- 
ty, but the government. We Jews 
did not establish a State of our 
own so that we could have a 
Knesset. We have had one of 
those since 1897. And the Zion- 
{ ist Congress drags on, impotent- 
ly. a talking shop, now even 
without listeners. 

No. We established a State so 
that we could govern ourselves 
as a sovereign entity with a gov- 
emmment authorized to act on our 
behalf. 


WHAT KNESSET elections are 
all about is governing. The Knes- 
set we elect in 10 days’ time will 
decide which party or alliance of 

ies wil] govern us and steer 
us through the highly dangerous 
days ahead. Its job is to ensure 
that the government keeps more 
or less to the policy guidelines 
most of us prefer, to support it as 
-long as it does so, and vote it out 
of office when it desists from do- 
ing so. It must also discuss, en- 
deavour to improve on and ap- 
prove legislation the government 
feels it requires to carry out its 
mandate. 

It is not its job to hamper the 
government by pressing partisan 
concerns that have been rejected 
by the voters or by pandering to 
the pet interests of isolated 
groups of citizens, laudable as 
they may be. 

When that great statesman 
Edmund Burke was accused by 
his constituents of neglecting 
their interests at Westminster, he 
retorted: 

Parliament is not a con- 
gress of ambassadors from 
different and hostile inter- 
ests: which interests each 
must maintain, as an 
agent and advocate. 
against other agents and 
advocates: but parliam- 
ent is a deliberative as- 
sembly of one nation, with 
one interest, that of the 
whole; where, not local 
purposes, not local preju- 
dices, ought to guide, but 
the general good, result- 
ing from the general rea- 
son of the whole. 

Perhaps we might elect, in ad- 
dition to the Knesset, a sort of 
1,200-seat assembly where al) 
sorts of special interests and 
good and not-so-good ideas 
could be bandied about and their 
practicality studied. But let us 
not handcuff our executive and 
legislative system ta 
irrelevancies. 


Fight on for Kahane spoils 


_ THE SUPREME COURT had no 


sooner pronounced the disqualifica- 
tion of Kach from running for the 
Knesset than several parties began 
hunting shamelessly for the votes of 
this unsavoury movement's 
followers. 

Already on Tuesday night, the Li- 
kud’s campaign broadcast showed 
Shamir warning the Arabs that if 
they used firearms, “not a vestige” 
of them would survive. 

After saying this at a campaign 
rally in Sderot on Sunday, the prime 
minister hastened to tell journalists 
that he had been referring only to 
Arabs who used arms, not the entire 
population. But the correction was 
omitted from the campaign broad- 
cast, in what could only be interpret- 
ed as a rather crude attempt to angie 
for Kach voters. 

That same night, in Moledet’s 
broadcast, Rehavam Ze’evi’s “voi- 
untary transfer lost the adjective 
and became just “transfer.” Te- 
hiya’s Geula Cohen called on Kach 
followers not to vote for splinter 
parties but to come home to Tehiya. 
And Shas, appreciating that its reli- 

jous, ethnic character and 


ljar- 
. ity in..development sarashien are 


well-suited for refu; from Kach, 
began sharpening its nationalistic 
message. 


THE LIKUD HAS most to gain 
from Kach's dropping out of the 
election race. Despite ane’s call 
on his followers to boycott the elec- 
tions or, barring that, vote anything 
but Likud, surveys and observers 
estimate that one third to one half of 
Kach’'s followers will vote Likud. 
The rest will scatter among Tehiya, 
the National Religious Party, Mole- 
det, Shas and Tzomet. 

Even the votes the Likud doesn’t 
get will remain in the right-wing δος 
and strengthen its chances of form- 
ing a coalition. Moreover, the prob- 
lem of whether to form a coalition 
with Kach, which the Likud had of- 
ten announced it would not do, no 
longer exists. 

Kach supporters are categorized 
as, in general, religious, of Sephardi 
origin. from development townships 
of poorer urban quarters, and suf- 
fering from “underdog™ complexes. 
Its main appeal was pounding on the 
Arabs, which attracted people who 
felt pounded on themselves. Apart 
from that, there was little ideologi- 
cal basis keeping the followers be- 
hind Kach. Except for the nucleus of 
the movement. most followers will 
have no trouble finding similar feel- 
ings in other right-wing parties. 

Prof. Ehud Sprinzak of the He- 
brew University, a student of ex- 
tremist politics. does not believe 
that Kach supporters will have an 
extremist or racist influence on the 
parties they join now. After all, he 
notes, the Likud alone has enough 
racist, nationalistic ideas in it even 
without Kahanist support. 

Sprinzak is not overly concerned 


about Kach activists” threats of vio- 
fence or that they might “go under- 
ground.” He is sure the General 
Security Service has them well 
covered. 


ONE DISCRIMINATED-against 
group rarely mentioned is the sin- 
gles. Numbering some 400,000, it 
includes unmarried women, di- 
vorced and widowed persons, dis- 
charged soldiers, pensioners, new 
olim, and single parents. They come 
from all walks of life, afl age groups, 
all income classes and countries of 
origin. They are taxed more than 
non-singles, and are discriminated 
against in mortgage loans, housing, 
subsidies and other areas, even 
though they have no one to share 
their expenses. In addition, they 
have an inferior image in the eyes of 
the establishment. 

For the first time in Israeli poli- 
tics, singles are being addressed as a

The electoral power of 
even a quarter of the singles may be 
enough to enable Labour to form 
the next government.

Yisrael Lippel was the director-gen- 
eral of the Religious Affairs Minis- 
try in 1980 when Abuhatzeira be- 
came religious affairs minister and 
ousted him. 

Lippel. who left the NRP follow- 
ing the incident. stressed that he was 
not a Labour “official” and that he 
had volunteered to head the party's 
campaign for religious voters. Nor- 
mally, he is occupied with the run- 
ning of the Institute for Inter-Reli- 
gious Understanding which he has 
established in Jerusalem. 

He admitted that he was working 
at a disadvantage — that Labour had 
the reputation of being anti-reli- 
gious, but he emphasized that in his 
view, this image is not justified. 

“A small party can be seemingly 
monolithic, with all of its members 
agreeing, although this too is an illu- 
sion. But a big party has many layers 
and many points of view,” he said. 

Historically, Lippel added, it was 
Labour which formulated the status 
quo on religious matters, which has 
functioned to the present. During 
the days of its uncontested rule, he 
said, Labour had included the reli-.. 
gious parties in the coalition from a 
“position of strength. 

“Ben-Gurion wanted the reli- 
gious parties out of a clear view that 
the Jewish People has to consider 
the needs of religious Jewry, and 
from an understanding that this is 
the Holy Land and that Israel can't 
be a wholly secular state.” 

“For that matter, added Lippel, 
an expert on the country's relations 
with its non-Jewish minorities, “the 
non-Jews also have no desire to 
change the status quo on religious 
matters.

“That 
means that the Palestinian state won't have the power 
to defend itself. It will be a kind of ghetto, and Israel 
will be able to do what it wants.” 

The Democratic Front For Peace and Equality (Ha- 
dash) took about 50 per cent of Shfaram’s vote in the 
last Knesset elections, and its local activists expect to 
do even better this time. ~ 


PERES TRIES TO convince undecided Jewish voters 
thinking of voting left of Labour that they will essen- 
tially be bringing Likud into power. All Likud needs is 
a majority, he says, and it will be able to form 4 
coalition with the religious parties. 

In Acre, he explained this to Tuvia Almagor, 30, an 
insurance ‘agent and self-described “die-hard Labour 
man” who is now disillusioned and leaning left. 

“I admire Shimon Peres,” Almagor told the foreign 
minister, but why do I have to subsidize Koor?” 

Peres’s argument had some effect on him. 

“T have to think about it,” he said. “I don't want 
Likud to form the next government, but I don’ 't want 
Peres to have too much of a majority either.” 

What Almagor really wants is for oe to have a 
majority but to need the 
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order to make a coalition. Η he could only cast his vote 
one day after everyone else, his decision would be 
easy. 

IN HIS DAILY journeys, Peres encounters plenty 
of supporters as well. In Netanya, people were kissing 
and hugging him. shouting “Peres, Peres.” with real 
affection. One man touched him and then kissed his 
hand. as if the politician were a sacred Tora. 

Peres’s admirers include some who strayed from the 

party years ago. Avraham Shamai. 38. of Rishon le- 
Zion, was ἃ tank commander at the Suez Canal during 
the Yom Kippur War. He switched from Labour to 
Likud after the war and hasn't voted for Labcur since. 
This election he's voting for Peres, whom he credits for 
the economic recovery plan and Isracl’s exit from 
Lebanon. The decision to cancel the Lavi project also 
impressed Shamai. 

“Let's face it, it was a hard decision ta make." he 
said. 

Cumpaign strategists believe that the undecided vot- 
ers may very well care more about the type of leader 
they are choosing than the platform or ideology of his 
party. That explains why the Likud TV ads superim-

sive List for Peace leaders. It also explains why Peres 
makes leadership 8 recurrent theme of his speeches. 

“You know Shamir and you know me.” he said in 
Netanya. “When it comes to reducing pressure in the 
Middle East and opening negotiations, I believe I can 
lead the government better.” 

On November 2, Peres will know just how convine- 
ing he was. In the meantime, he and Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir are engaged in a sprint for the confi- 
dence of their countrymen.

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THE WEST BANK AND GAZA AT- 
LAS by Meron Benvenisti and 
Shlomo Khayat. Jerusalem, The 
West Bank Data Base Project; dis- 
tributed by The Jerusalem Post. 140 
pp. ΝΙΝ 39. 


MERON BENVENISTI and 
Shlomo Khayat's Ailas on the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip comes out at” 
an unusual time. When Palestinians 
began throwing stones, the authors 
were plotting points on maps of 
West Bank population centres, 
roads and utilities, farm fields and 
industries, water wells and olive 
presses, 

Cognizant of current develop- 
ments. they finally abandoned the 
second phase of their project -- 
drawing up an imaginative land use 
plan for 1998 based on the data they 
had collected and adaptable to any 
number of political scenarios. 

Praper land use planning, Ben- 
venisti believed, was one area where 
“short-term interests of the commu- 
nity and long-term political objec- 
tives are not contradictory, but rath- 
er complementary.” 

That might normally be true, but 
as the uprising dragged on, the au- 
thors soon found that statistics “on 
the dead and maimed... on violent 
demonstrations. on the devastating 
economic effects of the uprising 
pushed aside statistics on olive oil 
Production and frequency of bus 
service.” 

They cut short their project and 
produced the atlas, published this 
week by the West Bank Data Base 
Project (WBDP)in cooperation with 
The Jerusalem Post. The result is a 
bird's-eye view of what already is 
already in existence on the West 
Bank and Gaza today — rather than 
what cauld be. 

The result still is impressive: a 
handy reference book for any stu- 
dent of the West Bank and Gaza, 
offering what WBDP head Benven- 
isti describes as an “X-ray” of the 
territories at the outset of the 
intifada. 

“And as with all internal dis- 
eases,” he continues, “if you have a 
good eye. you can detect some of 
the reasons for the intifada ~ the 
pitiful lack of planning, the per capi- 
ta decrease since 1967 of everything 
from classrooms to hospital beds to 
kilometres of road to infrastructure. 

“I'm not saying that material de- 
privation started the intifada. But 
material deprivation added to the 
feeling of hopelessness.” 

The atlas tackles a broader range 
of issues than any of WBDP's previ- 
ous books, and does so in a different 
way - with detailed maps keyed to 
every page of text. This undoubted- 
ly reflects the professional eye of 
Khavat, an architect and former 
head of the West Bank Military 
Government plunning department. 

{t alsa reflects Benvenisti’s con- 
viction thal: “A text can be ambigu- 
ous, full of ifs and buts, whereas a 
drughtsniun needs simple direction 
— Where τὸ draw a line. Once we 
devided we were going to put all of 
the information on maps, we had to 
be vers aiecurate: one line, ἃ symbol, 
mans just that. You can’t hide it by 
hyperbolic sentences.” 


MUCH OF THE information con- 
tamed in the atlas isn’t brand-new. 
issues hke West Bank industry, agri- 
culture and water resources are dis- 
cussed in far more detail in other

reports produced by the WBDP. 

Tn some areas, particularly Pales- 
tintan demography, Benvenisti, a 
former deputy mayor of Jerusalem, 
breaks new ground by challenging 
official figures and assembling pre- 
viously unpublished data. 

He states that the West Bank's 
“permanent” population in 1987 is 
no tess than 1,067,000, a figure that 
is 24.6 per cent higher than the 
858,000 quoted in the last annual 
teport by the Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. 

The CBS figure underestimates the 
Palestinian population, Benvenisti 
contends, because it counts only Ar- 
abs who are “present” in the territo- 
ries. The Palestinian population 
thus appears smaller in comparison 
to CBS figures on Israeli Jews, 
which do include those temporarily 
out of the country . 

Benvenisti’s figures also are based 
on a previously unpublished Civil 
Administration field survey of 
250,000 West Bank residents in 100 
villages. Since no census has been 
taken on the West Bank since 1967, 
the field survey provides the most 
accurate ruler ayailable fos measur- 
ing overall population estimates, he 


says. 

Benvenisti predicts that the CBS 
will ultimately be forced to adopt his 
population figure for Palestinians, 
and will quit comparing apples to 
ora as in the past. 

U.S. government already is 
using.a figure similar to mine, and 
oe arrived at it separately,” he 

. “All planning authorities in the 
West Bank and the civil 
tion also know the figure, about 22. 
25 per cent higher than the CBS 
number. But nobody was ready to 
say so openly.” 

Benvenisti concedes, however, 
that his population estimate also 
isn't unassailable. For instance, ru- 
ral population surveys may not re- 
flect trends in cities and towns. 

But, he declares that, “From the 
information that exists today, this is 
the maximum one can do. At least it 
shows how bad the situation is...at 
least I can say this is pioneer work. 
But do [ have to be an explorer in 
Black Africa, where after 21 years 
the civil administration doesn’t have 
the money to do a census?” 


THE ATLAS also provides a his- 
torical view of changing develop- 
ment patterns as a reflection of Is- 
taeli political trends. For instance, 
when Labour's policy of the 1970s 
held that Jewish settlement would 
take place primarily in the Jordan 
Valley and around the Etzion bloc, 
new road construction mainly took 
place along north-south axes. It was 
intended to serve those new settle- 


ments and facilitate military move- 
ment while preserving the “Green 
Line," the authors note. 

With the arrival of the Likud gov- 
emnmtent, the emphasis was changed 
to East-West links that bound the 
West Bank to Israel and bypassed 
Arab villages for Jewish settle- 
ments. One also can refer to maps of 
the Allon Plan, Labour Settlement 
plan, Gush Emunim and Drobless 
Settlement Plans, Dayan-Weizman 
plan and Sharon plan, to see the 
new settlement pattems reflected in 
changing Israeli aspirations to con- 
trol larger and larger portions of the 
West Bank more directly. 

In fact, the book goes into great 
detail, describing the bureaucratic 
war that has been waged for the last 
20 years on the West Bank, dunam 
by dunam, to create a Jewish pres- 
ence and limit the Palestinian con- 
trol of territury via simple planning 
and zoning mechanisms, as well as 
land confiscations, seizures, and a 
redefinition of state land. 

The authors note that Arab build- 
ing can be limited “‘as simply as des- 
ignating margins of 100 to 150 me- 
tres on either side of a planned 
road.” 

They describe a dual Jewish-Pal- 
estinian development system that 
has created a certain schizophrenia 
evident in the mate Binyamin com- 
prehensive land plan of the West 
Bank area north and east of 
Jerusalem. 

“Land use, road alignment, water 
and other grids, services and econ- 
mic development is planned for the 
exclusive use of Jewish settlers,” say 
the atlas’s authors. “The existence 
and requirements of about 150,000 
Arabs in more than 95 Arab settle- 
ments (including five towns) in, the 
planning area are totally ignored by 
the planners and indeed, are not 
even shown on the map. In fact they 
are viewed as ἃ constraint and their 
‘undesirable’ development should, 
reece to the planners, be ‘pre- 

pee all Arab towns have 
been left without any 
plans since the 1940s, and the grant- 
tng of building permits is left to the 
whim or discretion of authorities, 
the authors note. The authorities 
thus use planning and the granting 
of building permits as “‘an instru- 
ment of reward and punishment for 
political and security purposes,” ac- 
cording to the text. 

“Once you approve a planning 
scheme,’ Benvenisti concludes, 
“you give specific rights on the land, 
and Israeli (authorities) didn’t want 
to do that. Maybe they will confis- 
cate the land, maybe they will give 
permits only to those who 
collaborate.”

An ulpan group with a difference a 


AS THE BOAT came to a halt in. 


the middie of the Kinneret, one of 
the 91 Christian pilgrims aboard 
jokingly remarked that given the ex- 
orbitant price of the ferry, it is little 
wonder that Jesus decided to walk. 

But the atmosphere was not one 
of jest. With eyes closed, arms ex- 
tended towards the scorching mid- 
day sun and bodies absorbed in 
prayer, the group meditated the 
roots of their faith. Billye Brim, the 
tour leader, gently broke the silence 
to explain the religious importance 
of the surroundings. The pilgrims 
watched and prayed as she pointed 
to the Mount of Beatitudes and to 
Capernicum, where they had spent 
the morning. 

Even in these troubled times, the 
arrival of a large group of Christian 
-tourists from the U.S. may not in 
itself seem like an unusual occur- 
rence. But this was a group with a 
difference. Around half the group 
were pastors, preachers and promi- 
nent members of their respective 
communities. Together, they have a 

werful influence over much of 

ristian America — and are united 
in an undying love of Israel. 

The group members claim to be 
fiercely anti-missionary and they re- 
ject what they call “crusades of con- 
version.” Two are members of the 
U.S. space team: Bill Pailes, 36, an 
ex-astronaut who flew: on the-flight 
orbiter Atlantis and is currently a 
lieutenent colonel on active duty in 
the air force, and Clyde McGee, 62, 
a satellite specialist who has been a 
key member of more communica- 
tion-satellite launch teams than any- 
one else in the world. 

Travelling with the tour was a 
television crew from the U.S. head- 
ed by Willie George, the director of 
a large TV missionary network, 
whose programmes, he says, reach 
the TV sets of about 80 per cent of 
Americans. 

George says that he did not come 
to Israel solely to experience the 
land through its biblical roots; he is 
also intent on producing a documen- 
tary to counter what he says is the 
negative image of Israel portrayed 
by the American media. “We want 
our people to know the truth, and 
we will bring them the truth.” 

He maintains that all the great 
empires of old died out largly be- 


a 
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cause of their mistreatment of the 
Jews: ‘The survival of the U.S. de- 
pends on Israel and not vice versa." 
On the question of the intifada, he 
points out that “the Palestinians do 
not even recognize Israel's right to 
exist.” He acknowledges that there 
has been some human error in deal- 
ing with the problem, but he is con- 
fident that essentially “the motives 
are pure.” 


THE PILGRIMAGE had its gene- 
sis two years ago, when Biilye Brim, 
ἃ Bible teacher from the Midwest, 
and Shulamit Katznelson, director. 
and founder of Ulpan Akiva in Ne- 
tanya, sat under the flimsy covering 
of the ulpan's succa.

habitat, it is the “‘old country” one leaves first, 
then one distances oneself from family and 
friends, and only last-is one estranged from the 
home in which one has grown up. 

This act ‘of detachment is seen as a sine qua 
non for Abraham's next step, embarking on 
the road to the land which the Lord promised 
to show him. Thé moving from and the mov- 
ing to are actually one single drama, but they 
are carried out in two acts of equal 
importance, " 

Translations of the Bible usually skip over 
one smal] word in the Hebrew original, where 
the commiand to Abrain starts with the words 
lech lecha. It is true that, grammatically, those 
two words together can have the simple con- 
notation of the single word lech, “Go!”" or 
“Go forth.” which is how they appear in most 
translations (comp. also Nahmanides' com- 
mentary). However, Rashi and many other 
commentators, iucluding the rabbis in the 
midrash, are. not ready to dismiss the extra

word. Lech means “Go!” Lech lecha is more 
than that, and ought to be translated (as some 
translators do) “Go thee. ”” or more correctly: 
“Go to thee”! 


Leaving the “old country,” his clan and his 
father’s home was, accordingly, a step towards 
Abram’s going, “49 himself,” prior to assuming 
the role of nation-founder, smasher of idols, 
herald of a greath faith and the one who is 
entrusted with the task of being a blessing to 
“all the families of the earth.” 


THE TWO parts of the command to Abram 
seem to be inseparably intertwined. ‘Yet this 
has not prevented repeated attempts down the 
ages, and including our own time, to take out 
of conteat only one part, either the first or the 
second, and view it as the whole. 

The triple exit from country, family and 
home was too alluring 2 proposition for theo- 
logians, philosophers and psychologists not to 
Interpret it as typological of man’s way to 
freedom. They tumed the very specific com- 
mand td Abraham regarding a specific people 
and a specific land (with its universal implica- 
tions, of course) into a general, universal hu- 
man instruction for mg away from things 
past. On the other hand, αἶγα, going up to the 
land and the rapid “‘ingathering of the exiles” 
in our own days, was turned into an 
slogan, with not enough regard for the first 
part of the command which was vital in pre- 
preparing Abrabam for the act of aliya, of going to 
‘the land.’ 

As going up to and entering Eretz Israel 
Gecame associated in Judaic thought with 
geula, redemption, both personal and nation- 
al, its counterpart is then associated with ga- 
lut, exile, the alienated and imperfect state of 
being. Many have indeed reached the land 
and entered it, but too few have succeeded in 
purging themselves of some typical character- 
istics of galut, which requires going through 
some deliberate exits, painful as this may be. 
Worse yet is the fact that many have 
brought galut life along with them to Eretz

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A great haesidic master of the 19th century, 
R. Arye Leib, the second rebbe of Gur (1837- 
1895). who is known as the Sfat Emet, joins 
company with psychologist Erich Fromm and 
philosopher Emanuel Levinas of the 20th cen- 
tury, in suggesting some fascinating interpre- 
tations regarding God's command to Abram. 
However, they dwell mainly on the first half of 
this command, taking it out of its particular 
context and applying it to the universal. 

According to Sfat Emer, every human being 
is commanded daily to “get thee out” of his 
country, his family and his home, to move 
away from the evil which surrounds ‘him, to go 
to himself by getting away from himself. The 
commanding voice is thus directed to all of us. 
It was only Abram who heard and followed. 

Fromm sees in this command a vital step 
towards the liberation of humans from the 
incestuous ties of blood and soil into indepen- 
dence and freedom. Man, the prisoner of na- 
ture, becomes free by becoming fully human. 
In the biblical and in the later Jewish view, 
Fromm says, freedom and independence are 
the goals of human development, and the aim 
of ail humarr action is the constant process of 
liberating oneself from the shackles that bind 
man to the past, to nature, to the clan, to 
idols. 

Even before the story of the expulsion from 


easy Paradise (which is a symbol of the mother's 


womb), the biblical text - using non-symbolic 
language — proclaims the necessity of cutting 
the bonds to father and mother: “’Therefore a 
man leaves his father and his motber and 
cleaves to his wife, and they become one 
flesh” (Gen. 2:24). The meaning of this verse 
is quite clear: The condition for man's union 
with woman is that he shall cut the primary 
ties to his parents and become an independent 
person. Love between man and woman is 
possible only when the umbilical cord and the 
incestuous tie have been severed. (Rashi also 
inteprets this verse as implying the prohibition 
of incest). 

The next, step in the process of liberation 
from incestous ties is found in the beginning of 
the national history of the Hebrews. Abraham

is told by God to cut the ties with his father's 
house, to leave it and to go into a country 
which God will show him. In the Jewish view, 
man’s acquisition of freedom and indepen- 
dence does not mean that he is free to do 
whatever he wishes. True freedom means obe- 
scr “Now the Lord said unto Abram: Go 
ee!..." 

All the promises for reward that accompany 
the command are. according to Sfat Emer, but 
a bait to Abraham, to see whether he will zo 
because of the good that awaits him ("1 will 
make you into a great nation... and I will bless 
you”), or simply because he was so command- 
ed. Abraham was not motivated by the prom- 
ises, but acted willingly because he was com- 
manded, as a truly free person who accepts, 
out of his own free will, obedience to God, 
which means negation of submission to man or 
to nature and its blind idols. 

For Emanuel Levinas, a leading French ex- 
istentialist philosopher and distinguished Ju- 
δῖοι scholar, man’s leaving his country. clan 
and home marks his birth as a mature moral 
personality. It is only then, after he has grown 
out of the confines of his ego, that he can see 
the face of the “other” and act as a moral 
person, the way Tora prescribes for him. 

Against those who concentrate on the first 
half of God's command to Abraham and uni- 
versalize its message, there are those who 
relate only to its second half. They enter the 
land, but in many ways they remain en- 
trenched in galur, and imprisoned in alien 
culture and babits. at Israeli life to- 
day, one is shocked to find how much of the 
gatut is still with us in our independent life in 
our own home. 

According to Jewish tradition God will send 
us, at the proper time, two Messiahs (one the 
scion of Joseph and the other of David). Why 
two? Because there are two stages in redemp- 
tion: One Messiah is to take the Jews out of 
τὰς galut, the other to take the galut out of the 

jews.

“THE NEWS this week provided us 


with a beautiful sight -- the fury of 
Meir Kahane and his disciples after 
the Supreme Court decided unani- 
mously that his racist aims are remi- 
niscent, as Chief Justice Meir Sham- 
gar put it, of the worst experiences 
suffered by the Jewish people, and 
that these experiences make it es- 
sential that the Jewish people root 
out any hint of racism. and at any 
price. 

But let us not be too complacent. 
Kahane may be exiled from the 
Knesset. but he is by no means 
down and out: he made it clear that 
he will go on preaching his perni- 
cious doctrines that Western democ- 
racy is inconsistent with Zionism. 
and that the Arabs must be made. 
by fair means or foul, to disappear 
from the Land. or else to live in 
perpetual servitude without rights. 
While we celebrate the wisdom and 
courage of our judges. let us remem- 
ber that other would-be dictators 
seemed to be down and out at cer- 
tain stages of their careers, yet rose 
{ater to positions of immense power. 
With regard to our pride over de- 
fending our democracy against the 
forces of evil within it, it was inter- 
esting to hear author Peter Sich- 
rovsky, a guest on This is the Time, 
contending that we shall only be 
able to say that Germany is a stable 
democracy when Germans are able 


failure, only 10,000 copies being 
bought by Jews, and none by sen- 
tiles. The second, Born Guilty, was 
a best-seller in Germany, although 
not in Austria: it was turned into a 
very successful play in both coun- 
tries. A Hebrew version is now he- 
ing shown in Israel. (see interview in 
today's Entertainment: Magazine). 
Sichrovsky interviewed ot peopte, 
but only used 14 in the book and six 
in the play, because most of the 
others refused to agree to publica- 
tion. despite his having recorded 
them on tape. His publishers would 
only use written interviews stened 
by the interviewees Those who re- 
fused were afraid of how their par- 
ents would react — “My father will 
kill himself if he reads this - or of 
their children or friends or neigh. 
bours. 

Sichrovsky pointed out that ali his 
interviewees were bom two years ar 
more after the war ended, and their 
parents or grandparents presented 
themselves as victims of a lost war, 
not as murderers. He estimated that 
about one third of those he inter- 
viewed defend their parents or 
grandparents. one third criticize 
them. and one third just doen't want 
to know. 

Sichrovsky added that he wats sure 
that the same kind of book could be 
written about the children and 
grandchildren of police guards in

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to allow a Nazi party to be revived. I 
cannot buy this argument: it is very 
easy to use the cherished freedoms 
of democracy to subvert it -- as Hit- 
ler and Mussolini proved -- and our 
Supreme Court was correct in ruling 
that we must not permit this to be 
done. 


RAM EVRON devoted the whole 
of This is the Time to a very good 
programme on the 50th anniversary 
of Crystal Night. Some time has 
passed since 1 reprimanded him for 
the one flaw that mars his excellence 
as an interviewer — his contempt for 
names. He reminds me of Jutiet, 
crying, “What's in a name? That 
which we call a rose/ By any other 
name would smell as sweet.” 

Ram mumbles the names of his 
guests like an English academic in- 
troducing somebody at a sherry par- 
ty. Generally, he only says the name 
once. He never bothers about peo- 

le who switch on late, or happen to 
leave their armchairs to res} 
call of nature or for some o 
reason as the programme begins. 
Maybe they would also like to be let 
into the secret of the identities of the 
guests of honour? But no, Ram 
gives us one bite at the cherry, and, 
if we miss it, we spend the rest of the 
night in outer darkness. 

i cannot understand why Ram 
does not manage to print the names, 
and to keep printing them from time 
to time, as television stations do in 
other parts of the world. He inter- 
viewed Sichrovsky in English before 
the programme began, and printed 
Hebrew subtifles™ tfanstating- the 
questions and answers — but never 
the name. T am hesitant about rais- 
ing the subject because anybody 
who is “in” knows everybody merit- 
ing appearance on the programme, 
and my failure to identify his people 
indicates what an outsider [ am. On 
the other hand, stations abroad even 
write the names of people who may 
be quite well known to viewers, like 
George Bush and Michael Dukakis. 
So please Ram, have pity on the 
public. 

The first guest was Sichrovsky, 
who wrote two books, one based on 
interviewing the Jewish children and 
grandchildren of Holocaust victims, 
living in Germany and Austria, the 
second on interviews with the chil- 
dren and grand- children of Nazis.

Russia or Argentina, ar anywhere 
where a new generation graws up 
after a change in the political sys- 
tem. 

Ram's second guest was named (1 
think) Dr. Zohar Shavit, of Tel Aviv 
University. Whatever her name. she 
is an expert on children’s literature. 
When I was a child, we grew up on 
stories about British heroism in 
World War 1. and. 1 am sure. Ger- 
man children grew up on similar fic- 
tion about German heroes in that 
war. Israeli children’s books are 
about heroes in our wars. But World 
War 11 was different: it was a war 
which inspired no pride in the de- 
feated Germans. Dr. Shavit told us 
that, for the most part, German chil- 
dren's stories break off between 
1939 and 1944: in such stories as 
were written, the heroes were mem- 
bers of the underground or even 
Jews. The Nazis appear as carica- 
tures. Hitler is a shadowy figure. not 
a German, who comes out of no- 
where and disappears to nowhere. 


Finally, we had Professor Dan 
Diaur, a historian, telling us how 
difficult it was for historians to deal 
with the Holocaust. It was some- 
thing unique, unprecedented. be- 
cause it was different from all previ- 
ous massacres. The Holocaust 
involved murders in which an entire 
industrialized society, using the 
principles of division of labour, as in 
a factory, was organized for geno- 
cide. Everyone made only his limit- 
ed contribution according to the job 
allocated to him. Everyone wus in- 
volved, but nobody was responsible. ° 

These were all very interesting. 
theories that I had not heard before. 
Inevitably, thinking of Sichrovsky's 
teference to changing political atti- 
tudes and generations in Russia and 
Argentina, as well, [ kept wonder- 
ing about what will be said and writ- 
ten 20 years hence about Israe!'s 
teaction to the intifada.

NEW YORK - Israel's regulation of 
the Palestinian press is systematic 
and onerous, and goes well beyond 
the stated purpose of preventing 
threats to national security and pub- 


lic order, according to a report is- | 


sued yesterday by two journalists’ 
advocacy groups -- the New York- 
based Committee to Protect Jour- 
nalists (CPJ) and the London-based 
Article 19. 

The ro groups also protested to 
the Israeli government that 39 Pales- 
tinian journalists had been detained 
for at least two days since the start of 
the uprising. most of them without 
being charged. In a letter to De- 
fence Minister Rabin, CPJ director 
Anne Nelson and Article 19 director 
Kevin Boyle urged the release of 19 
Palestinian journalists currently in 
detention if they were not prompuy 
charged with criminal offences and 
granted fair trials. 

“By jailing so many Palestinian 
journalists without charge or trial, 
your government fuels scepticism 
toward the claim that it does not 
punish journalists for pursuing their 
profession,” the letter stated. 

The rt — a 230-page study 
called “Journalism Under Occupa- 
tion” — focuses on Israel's policies 
toward the Arabic newspapers and 
magazines published in East Jerusa- 
lem. The study details Isract's meth- 
ods at press control, citing numer- 
ous examples of censored material. 
Tt is based in large part on interviews 
with Israeli and Palestinian journal- 
ists, and interviews with Israeli offi- 
cials. 

CPJ and Article 19 describe them- 
selves as “independent and non-par- 


tisan™ organizations, dedicated to 
the defence of freedom of expres- 
sion and the right to information 
worldwide. CPJ, which was founded 
in 1981, has a board of directors 
which includes Dan Rather of CBS 
News, John Oakes and Anthony 
Lewis of the New York Times, Mary 
McGrory and Coleman McCarthy 
of the Washington Post, Victor Na- 
vasky of the Nation, Bernard Die- 
drich of Time and Aryeh Neier of 
the Human Rights Watch, The re- 
port on Israel was released during a 
press conference for Isracli 
Teporters. 


The CPJ-Article 19 report, writ: 
ten by CPJ's Middle East research- 
ec. Eric Goldstein. concedes that, 
“within fimits. Palestinian newspa- 
pers are able to criticize the occupa- 
tion and cover the PLO favoura- 
bly." but goes on to state: 
“Censorship as it is currently prac- 
tised belies the official claim that it 
is applied ‘only with regard to pas- 
sages which clearly incite to hatred 
and disorder." Many items are cut 
(from the Palestinian press) tor rea- 
sons whose relation to security is at 
best vague or remote. Palestinian 
papers are sometimes even prevent- 
ed from printing items which appear 
in the Israeli press.” 


Goldstein noted, "We monitor 
conditions in countries throughout 
the world. We sent off protests in 
the last weck to Algeria, protesting 
what they have done to journalists 
there; and protested the closing of 
an opposition newspaper in Egypt. 
In the last several months, we sent a 
delegation to Chile, and did work 
with South Korea in conjunction 
with the Olympics."

Dictator with the 
benevolent touch 


THE PHRASE “benevolent dictatorship” may 
have an appealing ring for successful people in high 
places. the men who have real power and influence 
at their fingertips. Mast of them may not say out- 
right that this is their ideal. But Gerald Ronson, 
perched at the top of the European business tree, 
commanding a £1 billion private empire, has no 
such qualms. 

“Some people would say I'm a benevolent dicta- 
tor, und can’t say that I wouldn’t subscribe to that 
definition. Perhaps it's strange saying this in Israel, 
hut. provided it's tempered correctly, benevolent 
dictatorship can work.” he says. 

He certainly runs his Heron Group along these 
lines. He is in closest possible touch with every 
facet of the huge conglomerate, reckoned to be the 
second-largest private British company. Heron, 
stretching across continents in fields as diverse as 
home buiiding, automobile dealerships, petrol sta- 
lians. property and financial services, retummed a 
Pre-tax profit of £55.2m. for 1987-88. The Guin- 
Nessgale share scandal in which he was implicated 
and still faces criminal charges has not thrown him 
off his persistent stride. 

In his business, the 49-year-old Ronson sets the 
tone by working a 90-hour, six-and-a-half-day 
Week. demanding from everyone around him what 
he demands from himself ~ perfection. One of his 
lovul lieutenants observes: The pace is set at the 
top. If you're unable to keep up with the boss, he 
simply rolls aver you.” 

One has the impression that Ronson would not 
mind extending his “benevolent rule" to pastures 
and arenas further aficld. But, for the moment, he 
iy content te laud in his comfortable Cockney ac- 
cent those who implement his vision of strength 
and self-help, weighing-ia with his assets where he 
can promote that philosophy. 

He is an unabashed old-style Victorian, a “capi- 
talist with a social conscience.” The Ronson Foun- 
dations, charities that distribute to over 240 causes 
in Britain. Europe, the U.S. and Israel, enjoy 45 
per cent of the huge Heron empire. Next year, 
Ronson intends bumping this up to 50 per cent. 

His major commitment, however, is less to chari- 
ty than τὸ encouraging independence. He is fond of 
saving, “Everyone should be taught a trade. In 
nine cases out of 10, a man who has a trade will find 
ἃ job. That way he is not subsidized by the state. 


With a job, be wants to be a houseowner. As a 
houseowner he has a different attitude towards his 
neighbours, his work and his place in society. You 
may think that’s old-fashioned. middle-of-the-road 
stuff, but I believe it.” 

No wonder, then, that he was attracted to ORT. 
His foundation will be providing $25m. for Israel's 
vocational-school network, the first in a series of 
schools having been dedicated in his father's mem- 
ory in Asbkelon this week. 

In Britain, too, the foundation is promoting the 
new Thaicherite educational vision of technologi- 
cal colleges in a bid to eradicate inner-city 


depression. 


STRENGTH IN adversity is another tenet of faith 
for Ronson, a belief which has been severely tested 
during the Guinnessgate share-support scandal. 
Ronson faces charges of theft, a factor that angers 
him because he believes that it is a narrow legal 
definition of the actual misdemeanour with which 
he is accused. In a £2.4b. battle for control of 
Guinness Distillers in the spring of 1986, Heron 
was allegedly involved in a share-support 
operation. 

He admitted publicly that Heron ‘had been in- 
volved in supporting the share price, and had re- 
ceived £5.8m. for services rendered. Ronson, who 
Stressed that he did not know at the time that such 
action was improper, subsequently voluntarily re- 
turned this fee. He was greatly aggrieved that he 
personally suffered prime media attention when 
the scanda! broke, compared to respected people in 
the city establishment who were actually advising 
Guinness. 

No trial date has yet been set, but despite the 
pressure and unpleasantness generated by the scan- 
dal and ensuing publicity, Ronson insists, “it’s been 
business as usual since day one. because I don't 
believe I did anything wrong...no investor lost any 
money in Guinness, the deal was first-class, no one 
was defrauded.” 

Whatever bis role in the whole affair, the British 
media shone its spotlight on Rosson and a number 
of other Jewish businessmen whose names cropped 
up in the investigation. 

He will not point the finger and say that anti- 
Semitism was at work among the British press, but 
an acutely sensitive Jewish identity makes him 


ever-aware of the odd phrase here, the snide re- 
mark there. And when he talks about Israel's trou- 
bled present situation, the analysis provides an 
insight into his view of the world and of Diaspora 
Jews’ place within it. “We have plenty of closet 
enemies and our enemies are always looking for an 
excuse — what is important is for Israel to do what is 
correct for Israel to do.” 

Like other powerful people used to having their 
will obeyed. Ronson has little patience for those 
who differ with him, particularly over causes close 
to his heart such as Israel. In Ronson’s eyes, 
“mealy-mouthed” English Jews who criticize Israel 
“have an identity problem as Jews. I don't. You 
have to be strong. There aren't that many of us in 
the world, we have to stand firm." 

Very much a doer, Ronson does not bother to 
hide his contempt for the intellectual agonizing of 
some English Jews as they watch nightly news 
reporting of the latest events in the territories. He 
admits that television shows things which are un- 
pleasant, “but it doesn't disturb me. I'm not look- 
ing for an excuse.” 5 ft 

He refuses to say with which Israeli politicians he 


‘identifies, a reticence not matched when discussing 


Margaret Thatcher, “a strong leader, a remarkable 
lady with integrity and a very good friend of this 
country and of its people -- and we don’t have too 
many friends around the world now. 

“Don't imagine I'm a right-wing fanatic,” he 
says, adding with a faint grin, “I may be marginally 
right of centre.” That stipulation may. of course, 
depend on where one defines the centre. 


RONSON’S REFUSAL to discuss Israeli politics 
does hinder him from launching a scathing broad- 


side against the country’s prevailing business mo- 
res. “Israelis are very difficult to deal with. Let's 
face it, they sometimes make promises which they 
don't keep, even though at the time they may 
actually believe them,” he says. : 

“This is the point on which we in Europe and the 
Middle East meet, or more accurately, don’t meet. 
Not that anyone is deliberately lying. But if in 
Europe we say we will pay back a loan on October 
31, we do; if we say we will finish a job on October 
31. it will be done. People have a tendency in the 
Middle East, in Israel generally, not always to do 
what they say. They sometimes say what they think 
1 want to hear.” 

Israel's economy will never become vibrant “un- 
til you do a Thatcherism over the whole economic 
system. There's too much bureaucracy, far too 
much individual incompetence. You have to free 
up industry and be more competitive or you're 
going to roll from crisis to crisis. ᾿ 

“Israel has great soldiers and rocket techni- 
cians.” he continues, “but you're sorely lacking in 
top-level business management. Not all Israeli 


management is bad, but businesses are crippled © pect 


because you stuff them with political appointees. 

“A business is a business, not for the benefit of 
the employees. There'll be no jobs if the business is 
not healthy.” ‘ : 

So, if this is his perception of Israeli business, 
isn’t it time for him and other top Jewish industzial- 
ists and businessmen not merely to give their mon- 
ey to Israel, but to become involved with the 
economy?

Tomorrow’s trade unionist 


ERIC HAMMOND, the bogeyman 
of militant British trade unionists, 
believes unions must adapt to the 
times — even if this means following 
the changes brought about by the 
Thatcher capitalist revolution. 

While other trade union leaders 
stil seem trapped in a time-warp, 
clinging to the philosophy of the 
1945 Labour government, Ham- 
mend intends. taking—his- 370;000 
electricians and plumbers into the 
21st century.

movement.” he said in an interview, 
shortly, before he returned to En- 
giand after a week-long visit here.

between blue- and white-collar 
workers in terms of working condi- 
tions, and worker flexibility and 
professional training, the union 
“will give employers the means to 
prevent industrial dispoutes turning 
into strikes.”

. So far, the EETPU has 40 agree- 
ments with employers and in only 
two cases — both incidentally won by 
the union -- have the two sides had to 
go to binding arbitration to salve a 
dispute. 

Hammond believes that the arbi- 
tration process encourages both 
sides to moderate their positions be- 
fore the matter even reaches the 
arbitrator. Under the terms of the 
agreement, the arbitrator has to ac- 
cept one of the side’s case in its 
entirety. and not take a bit from one 
and some more from the other. 
“This means that at the beginning of 
a wage dispute." the trade union 
leader says, “if the national wage 
increase average is 5%. the union 


will start off asking for 6% and not 
20% and the employer will offer 4% 
and not 2.5%." 


Before such an agreement can be 
introduced at a workplace, the plant 
or factory has’ to be a single-union 
plant — something which suits the 
electricians in the high-tech elec- 
tronics industry — and the majority 
of the workers in the plant have to

before it is introduced. 


HAMMOND MAINTAINS that it 
is the EETPU's belief in the impor- 
tance of going directly to its mem- 
bers on policy issues, instead of the

But as much as Hammond feels in 
tune with the mood of the age, it 
would seem he is out of step with the 
atmosphere of the Trade Union 
Congress, the roof organization of 
British trade unions.

Hammond maintains that the 
TUC kept changing the framework 
of the Bridlington principles in an 
attempt to stop his union from mak- 
ing their famous deals with employ- 
ers. The EETPU's expulsion does 
not unduly worry Hammond, who 
notes with a smile that the union is 
“now £400,000 better off, not hav- 
ing to pay affiliation dues.” 

It was an expense the union could 
easily afford, with its annual income 
of between £11 million to £12m. 
from membership dues. This money 
is invested in a number of ways, 
including training schools, estab- 
lished by the union. to retrain its, 
members. 

At the beginning, he says, “they 
accused us of ‘business unionism.’

A drama of shifting fortunes as Benny Gaon fights back. Judy Matz reports 


The big question 


THE CRISIS surrounding the finan- 
cially-stricken Koor conglomerate 
does not seem to be letting up. De- 
spite marathon meetings this week 
and last involving top Histadrut, 
banking, and government officials, 
the future of the country's largest 
industrial concera still hangs in the 
air. 

Geographically, the scene of the 
action over the past week and a half 
has moved fron New York to Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem. Koor's manag- 
ing director Benny Gaon and the 
heads of Bank εἰαπῳ spent last 
Wednesday and Thursday in Man- 
hattan with representatives of Bank- 
ers Trust, trying to convince the 
bank to withdraw its application to 
liquidate the Histadrut industrial 
giant. 

When these efforts proved futile, 
the stage moved to Tel Aviv, where 
the country's banking leaders spent 
the better part of this week trying to 
come up with their own proposals to 
save the company — and themselves. 
And from there, the drama shifted 
to the offices of the Treasury and 
the Bank of Israel in Jerusalem, 
where the government was asked to 
provide the necessary financial sup- 
port to back up these proposals. 

As the location of the drama h 
shifted, so evidently have the senti- 
ments of the media and the public at 
large. When Bankers Trust filed its 
liquidation suit with the Tel Aviv 
court a week ago Sunday, Koor and 
its new boss, Benny Gaon, were 
widely perceived to be in the wrong. 
Numerous reports of how Gaon had 
acted like a schvitzer, how he'd 
treated the U.S. bank with con- 
tempt, ignoring their calls and te- 
lexes. and how he'd presented the 
bank with false figures on Koor's 
financial state, proved that the 
blame lied squarely with Koor. 
Bankers Trust, of course. was only 
asking for what was rightfully its — 
the repayment of a $20 million loan 
from Koor due a week earlier. 


OTHER INDUSTRIALISTS in the 
country, who also enjoyed long- 
standing ties with the New York 
bank, were quick to gang up on 
Koor, pointing out-that in all their 
years of business, they had never 
encountered problems with Bank- 
ers. Gaon and his cronies, they 
would say in private conversations,

But then Benny Gaon decided 
he'd had enough of this character 
assassination business and it was 
time to launch a major media 
counter-offensive. His oatural flair 
for PR seems to have helped him 
score several points as a result —at 
least for the time being. 

Gaon, however, may not have 
been able to puil it off without the 
help of three large Austrian banks 
and Irving Trust, another of Koor's 
leading American creditors, which 
announced this week that they 
would fight Banker's attempt to liq- 
.uidate Koor, expressing full support 
and confidence in the concern. Sud- 
denly, the wheels had tumed and it 
was Bankers looking like the greedy 
little boy and the outcast. 

And suddenly, it seemed like 
there was hope again for Koor. 

Just half-an-hour after receiving 
the good news about the Austrian 
banks on Sunday, Gaon was already 
Qn the phone to reporters from all of 
the country’s newspapers and radio 
Stations. volunteering to be inter- 
viewed in order to set the record 
straight about Bankers Trust. And 
for that matter, about Shevach 
Ophir, Koor’s former financial 
directo: 


r. 
“For the last nine days, I have 
carried on my shoulders a national 
assignment,” Gaon told The Jerusa- 
fem Post. ‘‘A campaign was 
launched against my credibility, 
which served as a smokescreen to 
hide the real issues at stake.” 

In contrast to the impression the 
bank had given about the “bad chem- 
istry” created berween the two sides 
over the course of many visits, Gaon 
said he had only met with its heads 
once, for a period of 20 minutes 
back in May. During that visit, he 
had been asked to present the banx 
with estimates of Koor’s annual 
losses in 1987. Having been on the 
job only a few days at that point, 
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Gaon said-he asked: the company's

Asked whether he had at al} con- 
sidered stepping down from his post 
over the past 10 days, Gaon retort- 
ed: “With all due modesty, I think I 
am doing a very good job.” 

Reports this week in the Hebrew 
press of the humiliation suffered by 
Benny Gaon and his team in New, 
York during their talks with Bank- 
ers Trust made the Americans look 
like even worse guys. According to 
one such report, at about noon one 
day last week. while the two sides 
were engrossed in talks, the Bankers 
delegation broke off; saying: 
“We're going to head out for lunch 
now.

Early estimates are that about 
80% of the arrangement bank 
shares, whose redemption period 
ended this week, have been recy- 
cled.

Thus af- 
ter ESP’s success, people felt that 
their savings were now more real 
rather than just a government paper 
obligation.’ 

According to Ofek. a securities 


company affiliated with Bank 
Leumi, there was a significant real 
rise im private saving during the first 
eight months of the year. The public 
pumped some $140 million in fresh 
money into saving schemes during 
Janvary-August and a put another 
$250m. in pension and educational 
funds in the first half of the year. 

‘Tue main reason for all this, ac- 
cording to Ofek, is the 9% increase. 
in real wages in the first half of the 
year. The higher wages, however, 
‘have not led to higher consumption, 
which only about 3%, accord- 
ing to . People probably know 
that their higher wages are only tem- 
porary and therefore consume ac- 
cording to their long-term income, 
rather than on the basis of short- 
term rises. Thus consumers are 
earning more and-consuming less. 

Other Israelis may have reached 
the bottom of their “under the mat- 
tress” dollars, which means they can 
no longer finance their luxury pur- 
chases any longer.

The Bank of Israel's weekly mon- 
etary tender saw interest rates rise 
to a new recent high of 16.9%, con- 
firming the upward trend that nas 
characterized the last two months. 

Central bank officials said yester- 
day that the source of the rise was 
the liquidity deficits being experi- 
enced by the commercial banks. 
These are the outcome of the heavy 
Programme of new government 
debt issues being made this month 
that has sucked large quantities of 
money out of the markets. The 
Bank of Israel has sought to mitigate 


its impact by doubling the size of its 
monetary tender during this month. 

However, this deficit is seen as a 
short-term factor. since it stems 
from the run-up to the bank share 
redemption on October 31. When 
the government executes the re- 
demption, the markets should re- 
gain equilibrium, or even swing into 
surplus, pushing short-term interest 
fates down. 

But a potentially much more seri- 
ous threat is beginning to emerge, in 
the form of a movement by borrow- 
ers from dollar-liaked loans to shek- 
el loans. on expectations of a deval-

A suicide mission for ‘political gain’.

Hizbullah. encircled by Syrian

“Obviously it’s going to give them 
aa external political gain for a few 
days."' said Itamar Rabinovich, 
head of Tel Aviv University’s Dayan 
Centre for Middle East studies. “In 
the ongoing struggle between Hiz- 
bullah and IDF. it's a blow, but it 
doesn’t quite change the balance of 
power.”

OAKLAND (AP) - Finally, something good happened to Jay Howell. 

The pitcher some criticised as only having a high-school curve and being 
unable to get the big save has put the Los Angeles Dodgers within one 
victory of the World Series championship. 

Howell led the Dodgers with 21 saves this season. eighth in the National 
League, but met disaster and derision in the postseason. 

“Jay Howell has been blistered in the press and by the opposition more 
than anyone I recall,” Dodgers manager Tommy Lasorda said. "1 told him 
‘If it wasn't for you, we wouldn't be here, just remember that." 

In the opening game of the National League playoffs, Howell yielded 
Gary Carter’s two-run double in the ninth inning. giving New York a 3-2 
victory. 

In a first-person article the next day, Mets pitcher David Cone said 
Howell “reminded us of a high-school pitcher.” 

In Game 3, Howell was ejected for using pine tar on his glove and then 
was suspended for Games 4 and 5. 

Things got worse for Howel] when Oakland's Don Baylor said inti 
couldn’t take the pressure in big games and couldn't save important gat 
Howell proved Baylor correct when he allowed Mark McGwire's'n ninth- 
inning home run in Game 3 to give the A’s a 2-1 victo.

Hundreds go for vaccinations |Over 


in wake of first polio death

The death on Wednesday of Mi- 
chaela Keren, the 26-year-old Ha- 
dera resident who was among the 
first victims of the polio outbreak, 
sent hundreds of people to family 
health stations for vaccinations yes- 
terday. 


The Health Ministry yesterday 
sent condolences to the family of 
Keren, a secretary at the Carmel 
Carpets factory in Or Akiva, and 
said that everything had been done 
to save her. Her death came as a 


shock to her doctors, as she had 
been discharged from Hille! Yaffe 
Hospital in Hadera after ber condi- 
tion stabilized and was undergoing 
rehabilitation at Beit Levinstein in 
Ra’anana. But on Tuesday she had 
breathing difficulties and was 
rushed to Meir Hospital in Kfar 
Sava. She was successfully resusci- 
tated after her heart stopped, but 
later she died of heart failure. 
Doctors now believe that respira- 
tory problems she suffered a year 
ago may have been the complication 
that caused her death. The ministry 
says she contracted polio despite the 


fact that she had been vaccinated as 
a child 


There has been πὸ worsening in 

the condition of the nine other con- 
firmed polio victims, and no confir- 
mation yet, pending the results of 
lab tests, of a half-dozen suspected 
cases. 
The ministry estimates that some 
400,000 people, almost all of them 
adults, have yet to be vaccinated in 
the national campaign. Vaccinations 
will be available next week only at 
family health (Τίραι Halav) centres, 
as special stations set up are being 
closed. 


Mubarak warning 
Deliver Taba 
in 60 days, 


_says Egypt

Egypt is demanding that Israel 
implement the Taba arbitration 
award and return the area within 60 
days, Foreign Ministry sources said 
last night. 

The Foreign Ministry last week 
misunderstood the Egyptian posi- 
tion, thinking that Cairo had agreed 
to delay negotiations for 60 days -- 
until mid-December — with no speci- 
fied date set for the actual transfer. 

The mistaken Israeli version was 
apparently the outcome of a misun- 
derstanding between Cairo and Je- 
rusalem, and poor communications 
via diplomatic channels. 

Israel can no longer legally ask for 
the timetable to be amended be- 
cause it did not make its request 
within 21 days after the arbitration 
panel published its decision, as spec- 
ified in the September 1986 arbitra- 
tion compromis. 

Thus, the new government will 
face the question of how to comply 
with the Egyptian demand immedi- 
ately after the elections. 

President Hosni Mubarak yester- 
day warned that Egyptian-Israeli re- 
lations would suffer if Israel stalled 
in implementing an international 
ruling on the disputed beachfront. 

Tn an interview published in the 
state-owned newspaper Al-Ahram, 
Mubarak also said Israel would lose 
credibility if it engaged in delaying 
tactics.
